New York, April 20.—Dan Mace, the veteran 
driver, died yesterday afternoon at his home, 811 
West Forty-seventh street, of Bright's disease.

Whenever town races were run Mace used to 
spring on Old Bones“ back, with Gray Eagle leisure- 
ly following at the former's heels, and entered for 
the small and $85 purse when he got to the 
race grounds.

By this 
time horse owners began to look on him as a mighty 
clever young driver and nicknamed him “Whole- 
bone” use of his singular escape with whole 
bones in accidents which might have killed less 
tough men. On more than one occasion he was 
picked up from the track senseless and apparently 
dying. But he always recovered without any 
serious results to his sturdy phfsique. After he 
won with Buck, his father feit so proud of him that 
he put him in charge of Tom Benton and Farmer 
Boy, both of whom he owned, whenever they were 
matched in races which old Jack Somerindike, 
the veieran turfman, went to Boston especially to 
arrange and bet on. Mace's fame after some years 
got to be national and be was sought after by great 
horse owners all over the country. In his prime he 
bandied noted trotters for Robert Bonner, Wm. 
Vanderbilt, Wm. Turnbull, H. M. Smith, Wm. 
Lovell, Eph Simmons, Harry Get, Jesse Marshall, 
S. Foster Dewy, Frank Work, ard many other own- 
ers ot expensive horse flesh. Among the trotters 
that made bg records at his hands 
were: Lady Thorne, American Girl, 
Mountain Boy, George M. Patcber’s Pocahontas, 
Ethan Allen, Judge Fullerton, Lady Shearman 
Lady Litchfield, Boston Girl, Duchess, General 
Butier, Shark, Tom Hyer, Daniel Webster.

The Cabinet Considering Important 
Dispatches From Lord Dufterin— 
Another Significant Speech by the 
Viceroy of India — De Giers, the 
Russian Premier, Expected to Resign 
—England and the Franco-Egyptian 
Trouble—Forecign News. 


Lowpon, April 20.—The situation of the Russo-Af- 
ghan question has again become very serious, ow- 
ing to Russia increasing her demands to such an ex- 
tent that it will be impossible for England to accept 
such terms. Mr. De Giers, the Russian premier, 
who is evidentiy determined to profit by his recent 
successes in negotiating with the English Foreign 
Office, has apparently decided not to yield a single 


iota to Earl Granville It is now feared that Russia 
has overstepped the‘bounds of British forbearance, 
as it is asserted on high authority that England will 
never succumb to latter demands of the Rus- 


sian Premier. A large number of important dis- 
patches have passed between the English and Rus- 
sian Foreign Offices on Saturday and on Sunday. 
All the members of the Cabinet remained in London 
on Sunday, awa‘ting a reply from Russia to the lat- 
est from Earl Granville Dispatches from Cron- 
stadt state that the Russians fleet there has been 
ordered to prepare for war instantly, and that thir- 
ty-two Russian men-of-war have hoisted their flags 
and put to sea. 
STRENGTH OF THE BRITISH ARMY,

An Old Firm Forced to the Wall by Eastern 
Creditors—What the Principals Say — 
Judgments Confessed for Over $25,000, 


A great deal of surprise was created in mercan- 
tile circles to-day by the aunouncement that the 
firm of R. R. Foster & Co. had gone up. The or- 
igin of the rumor was found in the statement that 
early this morning Foster & Co, had confessed 
judgments amounting in all to $25,882; that Mr. R. 
R. Foster had given a chattel mortgage to William 
M. Foster on the furniture in his house for $1,500: 
and that he had also given a warranty 
deed for his real estate on Weils 


avenue to the same party for $1,500. As soon as 
the judgments were given, they were, one to the 
Bank of Commerce for 85.000; to Ward & Foster 
of New York for $15,449 92, and to Chas. G. Foster 
individua ly. for $5,882. The papers were put into 
the bands of the Sheriffanda levy made on the 
stock atthe premises No. 809 N. Second street. 
The Sheriff took possession of the stock about 11 
o'clock this Ir. 

The firm of R. R. Foster & Co., has been long and 
favorably known in St. Louis con mercial circles. 
Since 1880, the house has been composed of R. R. 
Foster and John J. Ryan. About a year ago it 
was presumed to 

WORTH AT LEAST $200,000. 
The business done was almost exclusively the hand- 
ling of teas and coffees, and it was generaily sup- 
dthat the firm was making some ga / 
espite the hard times. It 
not believed that the failure will prove a bad one. 


| Those who know best say that Foster & Co. saw the 


inevitable coming, and met it half way, thus secur- 
ing all their creditors against any serious loss. The 
heaviest credits of the firm were placed in New 
York, Philadelphia, anc San Francisco, but none of 
the amounts are large enough to cause any serious 
injury. The first intimation that any one in 
St. is had that the firm was in trouble 
arose outof the action of some of the Eastern 
creditors who offered Foster & Company's paper 
for sale here at considerable discount on its face 
value. It is believed that tiis was what percipi- 
tated the failure. A _ well-posted local financier 
thinks that the assets will go to $200,000 and the 
liabilities very little more than that. No assizn- 
ment had been fleld up to 1 o'clock. It was impos- 
sible during the morning to get any statemeut trom 
either of the partners. as neither could be found.

In a subsequent letter he wrote: 
Judge Field will not sit in the Gallatin case, but 
will reserve himself for his best effort. I hare no 
doubt of the final termination of the case at Wash- 
ington before the full bench. I think that is wise, 
and that Judge Sawyer will hear the case here, and 
if Judge Field should take our view of the case on 
final argument before the Supreme Oourt, it would 
have more weight with that court than if he had 
rendered a decision below in our favor in Califor- 
pla. 
In a letter dated New York, September 18, 
1878, HUNTINGTON distinctly approved the un- 
derstanding with Fi about the Gallatin 
suit. A pro forma judgment was to be en- 
tered by Justice Fre._p’s California colleague, 
Judge SAWYER, and FIELD was to reserve him- 
self for the final hearing on the 
appeal to the Supreme Court. A San 
Francisco attorney, who caught a glimpse of 
the importance of the innocent-looking 
case which was going so swimmingly, put At- 
torney-General Devens on his guard and 
warned him that the Central Pacific, not GaL- 
LATIN, was the real plaintiff, and the real ob- 
ject a decision by default overthrowing the 
Thurman act. The consequence was a thor- 
ough argument of the case, and the Thurman 
act was sustained, only Fur, STRONG and 
BRADLEY dissenting.

The United States war steamer Florida, which 
has been rotting for several years at the grass- 
grown Lethean docks of the New London yards, is 
being broken up and carted away by a junk dealer, 
who paid less than $650,000 for the bulk.

On the 16th of Apri 
prox. the transportation to Rouen will commence, 
and there the cases will be shipped on the 4th day 
May next, on board the national ship Isere. The 
statue will probably reach you about the 2th of 
May. The committee suppo that all necessary 
measures have been adopted by you for the recep- 
tion; nevertheless, it is thought best to call your at- 
tention to the following points: 
First—The necessary steps for the entry through 
the Custom House, so that the ship may not be 
delayed by any formalities and may proceed di- 
rectly to Bedloe’s Island, where she has been or- 
— unless you shall advise other 
wise. 
Second The necessity for preparing cover for the 
cases, since exposure to the weather might cause 
deterioration, and especially might cause the de- 
struction of the ot mtn and marks placed on the 
pieces to facilitate the mounting of the statue. 
We have recently written on this subject to Gen- 
eral Stone in order to make sure of proper shelter, 
but that he may be thoroughly informed as to the 
space necessary we would here state that all the 
cases are at this time contained in a space measur- 
ing 30 metres in length by 15 metres in width. 
Should any difficulty arise requiring delay of ship- 
ment it will be necessary, that you should immedi- 
ately notify us by telegraph, but we could delay the 
matter forafew days only, since all our engace- 
ments have been made on short time. The person 
who has had charze of taking down the Statue and 
attending to the shipment will accompany the ex- 
pedition in order to furnish all necessary informa- 
tion and attendto the delivery. Moreover, an 
inventory of all the parts will be handed you, with 
ail necessary indications as to setting up the Statue.

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WHITE DEVILS IN DAKOTA. 


Chief White Ghost Writes of the Rob- 
bers of Crow Creek. 


From a Letter to Gen. Armstrong, Published in the 

Southern Workman. 

My Dear FRienp—This day I write to you 
with a sati heart; pretty near all my lands 
have been taken by white people now; they say 
that the Great Father has given the land to 
them, but I doubt them very much. I know 
if the President has sense he would not do 
it. No matter how much he disregards my 
rights, he would not do it without first con- 
sulting us. For this reason 1 doubt what the 
white people say. They have also taken lands 
which were allotted to my people; they have 
also taken house logs which we had cut; they 
have also taken some frame houses and burned 
some, but these frame houses were not built by 
Government aid, the Indians bought the lum- 
ber and built the houses themselves. 

The Big Bend, the ture for our Texas 
cattle, the white people have also taken and 
the Texas cattle are scattered all over the coun- 
try; this is the only place for herding and if it 
is thrown open, there will be no place for herd- 
ing and the cattle will all be lost or else starve 
to death, and our domestic cows, a great many 
of them have disa ; we fear it is the 
whites who have taken them, and so my friend 
I am in distress with my tribe; but I do not 
wish my people to know that I am distressed, 
for if they know it they will be weakened; 
nevertheless do not fear for us, for my tribe 
has listened very patiently to our agent and 
me,
